Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Several issues raised on Final rejection filed on March 17, 2006 and 
Advisory action filed on September 28, 2006 are discussed. In the case of R2 being a hydrocarbon group, Examiner 
points out specifically why the replacement of F on -0-R1-CF2-CF(CF3)OR2 with H so as to become the claimed -O- 
R1-CF2-CH(CF3)OR2 can be at least implicitly taught by the use of Mowrer onto OhmorL In the case of R2 being 
hydrogen atom which is a quite different issue, Examiner points out that Mowrer has already disclosed functional 
equivalence and interchangeability between hexafluoro-isopropanol (CF3-CH(OH)-CF3) and heptafluoro-propanol 
(CF3-CF(OH)-CF3). Additionally, bivalent group of -0-R1 - may only be functional as a carrier to carry -CF2- 
CH(CF3)OR2 functional group. 

In order to possibly overcome 103 rejections, Applicants propose to show unexpected results with comparative 
examples, specifically dealing with -0-R1-CF2-CH(CF3)OR2 and -0-R1-CF2-CF(CF3)OR2 with R2 being in two 
different situations including hydrogen aton, and hydrocarbon group. 

In the end, Applicants argue again that the restriction requirement on Claim 1 related to a compound may be 
improper. Examiner points out several reasons why monomer/polymer is quite different subject matter from small 
organic compound in view of stability, molecular weight, side reaction, reactivity and many other areas. Examiner will 
certainly respond to the content of Applicants 1 petition letter (if Applicants are willing to do so). 

In summary, a new consideration for R2 being hydrocarbon group and a new search for R2 being hydrogen atom 
are thereby required to be sure of all the above questions being throughly answered.
